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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-6, 8, 9 and 1 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
the US patent No. 6,338,545 Bl to Sekiya (Sekiya'545). Sekiya'545 teaches a jet type device 
which dispenses a solution containing fine particles including a jet head which comprises a 
nozzle having a size less than 4> 20 /im, (see Tables 3 or 4 ^t col. 14 for example) which also 
meet the relation of 0.0001 < Dp/Do <_0.01 (see again Tables 3 and 4 for example), where the 
droplets are formed either through the use of mechanical or thermal means meeting the instant 
claim requirements, a driving unit for relatively moving the jet head and a substrate (see figure 6 
for example), and a filter, thereby showing all aspects of the above claims since the actual 
manner or method of use of the claimed apparatus (for fabrication of wiring or a device) cannot 
be relied upon to fairly further limit claims to an apparatus where as in the instant case, the 
applied prior art could be employed to perform the recited method or manner of use. See MPEP 
2114and2115. 
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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed on 3/5/2007 have been fully considered but. they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's argument that Sekiya*545 does not show or suggest the use of the device 
for the purpose instantly claimed is not persuasive. As stated above, the manner or method of use 
of an apparatus cannot be relied upon to fairly distinguish claims to the apparatus itself See 
MPE 21 14 and 21 15.
